1* The artillery barracks Is 1,500 m from the southern end of the town, on the 
Uagykoro s -Kso road, near the Tonma farm* The buildings, on a flat area 

.between road and railroad, are a twq-story command building; two two-story 
quarters buildings which together can take 350 to 400 men; a guardhouse; a 
magazine; five garages, each 5® ® long* The barracks as a whole can take 850

Nagykoras • There are two military camps in these woods, each with five 
or six barracks buildings* Since Apr 1953 there have been about 6,000 
men in these camps for summer exercises* The men belong to all arms 
except parachutists and aviation* Beginning in Aug. 53 > exercises were 
held in regimental strength, 

6* There is heavy military auto traffic on the Nagykoros-Kupai Kovics Major 
and Nagykoros -Kecskemet roads* Discipline in the camp, was severe. No 
Soviet, troops were observed. 
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
